expensive stuff.” 

The Supreme Court on 
Monday upheld an appellate 
court ruling which required that 
cities have a substantial reason 
for denying a franchise to a 
cable operator, even if the city 
already has acontract with 
another company.

unanimous ruling stemmed from 
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county branch library toa 
municipal system would not 
necessarily improve services 
because it would involve a 
significant commitment of 
general fund dollars, he said.

The City Council took 


a complaint filed against the city 
of Los Angeles after it refused to 
issue a cable franchise to 
Preferred Communication, Inc. 
The court said a trial should be 
held to determine if Los 
Angeles’ refusal is an 
infringement on the company’s 
First Ammendment right of 
expression. Cable company 
ACCESS owns an exclusive 
franchise with the city. 


Wasserman’s advice and 
directed the staff to work with 
the county officials to allocate a 
greater share of library dollars to 
the city. 

“It’s apparent the city is not 
receiving its fair share of library 
dollars,’’ Wasserman said.

be determinant,’ O’Connor said 
“We're a little more spread out 
here.”’ 

Rancho Cucamonga is 
serviced by four cable 
companies, though only two 
have city franchises. 

Cablevision and Group W 
cable companies were not 
granted franchises when the city 
reviewed its cable operation 18 
months ago, but were allowed to 
continue servicing the 
customers they had prior to the 
review, said Robert Rizzo, 
assistant city manager. 

“An ideal situation is to have 
one cable company 
standardizing service to one set 
of people,” Rizzo said. ‘‘We had 
to make due with the cards that 
were dealt to us.”’ 

In fact, Rizzo called service in 
Rancho Cucamonga superior to 
other West Valley cities, saying 
Rancho Cucamonga requires 54- 
channel systems while other 
cities require only 32. 


In Fontana, Group W doesn’t 
have an exclusive contract, yet 
other aspiring franchises have 
been turned down, said Bob 
Porter, director of engineering 
services. 

Group W has ‘40-45 percent 
penetration” in the city, Porter 
said, calling a second franchise 
impractical. 


Cablevision of Fontana 
planned to spend $14 million to 
begin a second franchise in the 
city three years ago, but Fontana 
refused to allow the company to 
operate in the city, Porter said. 

“When one company is in 
there and already has got pretty 
deep penetration into the 
market, why spend that kind of 
money? ,” he said.

The International House of 
Pancakes made a lot of 
concessions to the city of 
Upland for its Euclid Avenue 
restaurant, but giving up its blue 
root was not one of them. 

The bright, unusually colored 
root is part of the restaurant’s 
identification, explained local 
developer Frank Johnson who is 
building the restaurant on the 
southeast corner of Euclid 
Avenue and A Street. 

“When you think of the 
International House of Pancakes 
what do you think of? The blue 

roof,” Johnson said. 

Johnson’s plans for the 
restaurant and a three-story 
office building behind it were 
approved during May’s Planning 
Commission meeting, but he had 
to come before the City Council 
last week to get an updated 
parcel map approved, he said. 

It was then that 
Councilwoman Rosalie 
Kamansky asked the question: 
“Ig there anyway we could put 
on amore conservative roof?” 

Kamansky was on the now- 
defunct Architectural 
Commission that rejected 
MacDonald’s traditional yellow 

arches years ago, and that spirit 

of selectiveness in the 
community continues.

@ Changing the color of the 
building’s trim from rust to 
brown. 

@ Agreeing to dispense with 
the customary flood lamps on 
the roof. 

Johnson also explained that 
the building is not the traditional 

A-frame, but more like a Denny’s 
or Big Boy’s restaurant. In 

addition, he said he never asked 
to post a sign on Euclid because

Holding down a daytime job while 
aspiring to the fame of stage and 
screen at night is something more 
commonly associated with New York 
City or Hollywood. 

But there are people in Rancho 
Cucamonga who are striving for the 
goal of stardom just a short drive away 
from that famous sign in the 
Hollywood hills. 

And Rancho Cucamonga’s cultural 
future looks bright to these five local 
thespians. 

Arin Dahler, Melinda McDowell, Alan 
Sutherland, Nancy Walters and Robert 
Magnusson recently performed in the 


Performing Arts of Rancho Cucamonga 
(PARC) production of “My Three 
Angels.” 

They all fit into the struggling actor 
category, although right now they’re 
doing more struggling than acting. 

Dahler, 23, said she always wanted 
to be an actress. She started acting 
classes at Chaffey College in 1980, 
went to Orange Coast College in Costa 
Mesa for awhile, then moved back up 
to Rancho Cucamonga with the idea of 
starting a theater. 

“| just think it’s important that we 
have a theater in the community for 
what it brings,” she said. ‘“‘Rancho 
Cucamonga doesn’t have one, and 


they’re the fastest growing community. 


in Southern California. It’s obvious 
they need one, or it’s going to become 
more of a suburb than a communtiy.” 

Dahler, whose credits include roles 
in the Chaffey College productions of 
“Amadeus” and “Alice in 





Wonderland,” said she is very 
optimistic about the possibility of 
developing a community theater in 
Rancho Cucamonga. 

“We need a lot of help, but | think 
we’re going to get it,” she said. “There 
seems to be a very good interest in it.” 

McDowell, 26, recently got back into 
the theater business after an eight-year 
absence while she took time out to 
raise her kids. 

She’d like to see PARC do a different 
production every month, and thinks 
more community awareness would get 
the ball rolling. So far, PARC has put 
on two plays, ‘“‘My Three Angels” in 
May, and “A Streetcar Named Desire,” 
which was staged last summer. 

Although she’d love to have a career 
in theater, she’d also like to get a 
teaching certificate and teach junior 
high school. 

“| would love to have a career in the 
theater. That would be wonderful if |

could get rich and famous that way,” 
McDowell said. 

“If | can’t, then I’ll be rich and 
famous in students’ hearts.” 

It was McDowell who talked 
Sutherland, a 24-year-old Chaffey 
College theater major, into auditioning 
for ‘My Three Angels.” Sutherland met 
Drew Handley, director of ‘“My Three 
Angels” at Chaffey College, and has 
been in a few college productions. 

“| hope to make it a career,” he said. 

Sutherland said he thinks there’s an 
untapped market for theater in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

“There are a lot of people who want 
to go to plays but can’t afford the $25 
to $45 it takes to see a play in L.A,” he 
said. ‘‘Plus, the fact that we have a lot 
of people moving in from Orange 
County who are used to (having) 
community theaters around them.” 

Walters, 34, started getting involved 
in theater productions when she was 8 
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years old. 

Her background is mostly in 
musicals and comedies. She moved to 
California in 1970, and, like McDowell, 
she took some time out from drama 
when she got married. 

“| moved out here thinking | was 
going to get famous and got 
sidetracked along the way,” she said. 

A couple of years ago she started 
getting involved in theater again, 
through her association with Handley. 

She predicted interest in local 
theater will snowball if more people 
find out about FARC. 

“lve always been interested in being 
part of the nucleus to start a 
community theater,” she said. ‘“‘I’d 
really like to become invovived ina 
community theater where | could 
perform and learn more about acting 
and performing and convey that to 
people in the audience, and make 
people laugh.”

Magnusson, 35, said there’s a 
“definite need” for a permanent 
community theater in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

Magnusson, who works for the U.S. 
Postal Service in San Bernardino, has 
worked as an extra in TV and movies, 
but has mostly behind-the-scenes 
experience in theater. 

In “My Three Angels” he abandoned 
his backstage role and performed on 
the other side of the curtain. 

“I'd just like to be a working actor 
and maybe get some money from it,” 
he said. “If | don’t, | won’t die. | have a 
regular job. 

“It would be nice to be famous and 
stuff, not a star, | guess, but just to be 
a working character actor would make 
me very happy.”’

said. ‘We were too committed 
not to go on.” 

And they did. Along the route, 
the group, which left Denver 
Sunday, has been welcomed by 
several communities — but not 
all. 

“We had some ideological 
protests in Utah, especially at 
the time Chernobyl happened,” 
Brown said. ‘We were called 
‘commies’ and anti-American, 
but Colorado made up for it. 
Their support was amazing.” 

Still, Brown said the support 
the group received from 
Claremont residents before 
entering the West Valley has 
remained a symbol of 
encouragement. 

“Sometimes we say, ‘God, if 
we can just go through another 
community like Claremont,’ ”’ 
she said. ‘‘They were right there 
for us,”’ Brown said.

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Family 
tradition 
goes on 


The red-hot furnace roaring in 
the background and the sound of 
hammers pounding out molten 
steel on anvils provides the 
ambience of the blacksmiths 
shop where a father teaches his 
son his trade. 


While the world seemingly 
becomes more and more ‘“‘high- 
tech,” trades are passed on from 
father to son with less and less 
frequency. Yet, blacksmithing 
maintains tradition more times 
than not. 


A similar setting can be found 
at Fairplex Park in Pomona, 
home of California’s most 
exciting night harness racing. 

Currently, there are 12 full- 
time blacksmiths on the 
grounds, eight of which are 
second or third generation 
having learned from their 
fathers. 


Mark Hittesdorf is one of the 
blacksmiths at Fairplex Park 
who works at one of two brand 
new shoeing barns situated on 
the backstretch just a 
horseshoes’ toss from newly 
renovated -mile track. The new 
shoeing barns are erected to 
accomodate blacksmiths in 
Pomona for the track’s inaugural 
harness racing meet, which runs 
through June 21. 

Born down the street from 
Hollywood Park, Hittesdorf, 32, 
enjoys his work. 


“A blacksmith doesn’t need to 
punch in or out, works outdoors, 
and gets to travel some and 
meet new people,” Hittesdorf 
said, “‘l like what | do.” 

In an average day, Hittesdorf 
shoes about eight horses. All 
horses are generally easy to 
shoe with the exception of 
young ones, Hittesdorf said. 

“Younger horses get a little 
scared but usually learn pretty 
quickly,” he explained. 


Hittesdorf said there are as 
many different types of 
horseshoes as there are hoofs 
needing to be fit. Owners and 
trainers can choose from steel, 
aluminum and even plastic 
shoes. Choosing the right shoe 
is determined by any number of 
factors. 


“The younger horses often 
need flat shoes to help them 
establish their gait. Other 
trainers like their horses’ shoes 
wedged to get ‘grab’ on the 
track. Even the underlying 
padding makes a difference, and 
horsemen have a choice 
between leather and plastic,” 
Hittesdorf said.
